We 
would further invite their special attention 
to the despatch from the Inspector Gener] 
of the Imperin} Maritime Customs to H.B.M 
Chargé d’Affnires, in which they will find 
the question brought to such a point ns to 
enable them to arrive at an independ- 
ent verdict. Ifthe memorial ef the Ship- 
ping ‘Companies, published on Saturday, 
makes rather heavy reading, the same 
cannot be said of Sir Rozpert Harr’s 
manifesto, which is penned in quite a 
sprightly humour and may be regarded 
asa curiosity in the art of reasoning. Sir 
Ropeer Harr sets out the Chirese case 
with engaging frankness, and its weak- 
ness at once becomes apparent. He 
‘olaims for the West River a double 
entity, namely, asa continuation of the sen 
and a highway leading to the two open 
rts of Samshui and Wuchowfu, and ag an 
inland water; and ne the revenue from the 
trade on inland waters belongs to the 
Provinces while that from the trade nt 
treaty ports belongs to the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, the two trades nre to be kept 
separnte and distinct and separate services 
are to be employed in collecting the re- 
venue on each, the result being, as ex- 
pressed by Coneun! Mansriep, that two 
- steamers running over the same ground are 
required to do the work of one. Could 
anything be more wasteful or illogical ? 

@ only ‘excuse for this splitting up of 
the service is.to protect the provincial 
revenues. The question therefore arises, 
would-the provincial revenues suffer from 
amalgamation? We believe not, but even 
if it were so the matter would: be cap- 
able of easy adjustment. When the 
question of tariff revision was under di - 
cussion a short time ngo the various 
hodies representing foreign mercantile inter- 
,ests expressed their approval of an increase 
of the import tariff, but on the condition 
that one charge should frank the goods 
Shrough to the hands of the consumer and 
that a fair proportion of the revenue should 
be allocated to the provincial administra- 
tions, the last named condition being re- 
garded! as essential to the smooth working 
of the scheme. .

Muat of the Consu- 
Jar and Customa reports for last year contain 
references to the inland navigation rules, 
and from all quarters is repeated the same 
tale of impracticable conditions and Cis 
appointed expectations. Every Chamber 
of Commerce in China avd alio the Home 
Chambers should therefore be invited 
to support the representations of the 
Hongkong Chamber. The opening of the 
inland waterways coupled with an honest 
collection of tha revenue would mean 
a long step in the direction of opening 
up the country, The foreign merchants do 
not want to “abolish provincial taxation,” 
to use Sir Ropert -Hart’s words, nor do 
they want ‘to kill native trade.” It 
is probable indeed that if the rules 
were brought into accordance with the 
requirements of the oase the bulk of the 
inland carrying trade, eapecially on the 
smaller and more remote streams, would be 
monopolised by native craft. What the for- 
eign merchants do ask is that merchundise 
on payment of duty according to a fixed 
scale shall be allowed to girculate freely, 
and what the foreign shipping companies 
ask is that they shal] be allowed to engage 
in the carrying trade on terms of fair com- 
petition and without being subjected to 
unnecessarily restrictive regulations, 

r. Bax-Ironstpx, H.B.M. Chargé 
d’Affaires, has unfortunately allowed him- 
self to be caught by chaff and has com- 
pletely misapprehended the position. It is 
therefore the more important that the whole 
of the(Chambers of Commerce inChina should 
act unitedly in the matter and represent it 
to the Diplomatic Body with sufficient force 
to nullify the baleful effect of the British 
representative’s perversion. The Hongkong 
Chamber of Commerce has made represen- 
tations to the local Government with a view 
of securing Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S attention 
to the subject, and it is to be hoped that 
success may attend their,efforts in this direc- 
tion, as the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, being a business man, would at 
once see that it is inconvenient and waste- 
ful to require two steamers to run over the 
same ground in order todo the work of 
one, and he might be able to induce the 
Marquess of SaisBury to seeit in the same 
light. It is indeed not unlikely that when 
Mr. ( HAMBERLAIN has got the Transvaal

The mortality statistics for the colony of 
Hongkong for the week ended Sep, 9th showed 
a death rate of 23°6, aguinst 19-7 for the previous 
week, and 20:1 for the corresponding week last 
year. The rate for the following week was 
23°2, against 17°2 for the corresponding week 
last year.

OUTBREAK OF RINDERPEST Al -} 


POKFULAM. 


On Wednesday afternoon a special meoting of 
the Hongkong Sanitary Board was beld for the 
purpose of considering an outbreak of rinder- 
pest at the Dairy Farm. Pokfulam. The Pre- 
sident (Dr. J. M. Atkinson, Principal Civil 
Medical Officer) ocoupied the chair, and there 
were also present the Hon. J. H. Stewart 
Lockhart, Mr. EH. Osborne, Dr. Clark (Medical 
Officer), and Mr. C. W. Duggan (Secretary). 

The PRESIDENT said he regretted to have to 
call them together at such short notice, but 
a report had been received by the Secretary to 
the effect that rinderpest had broken ont at the 
Pokfulam Dairy Farm, and it was necessary for 
the Board to declare the premises infected and 
to take the necessary steps to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 

The Secretary read the following report 
from Inspector Watson, of the Animals Depot, 
Kennedytown (dated 27, Sept.):—°I have the 
honour to report that on the 26th inst.. Mr. 
Walker, manager of the Dairy Farm Company, 
requested me by memo. to go and see the cattle 
at the Pokfulam Farm, as some of them appeared 
to be sick. I went and found that he had 
already-isolated in his Cattle Hospital (a mat- 
shed about 200 yards away from the nearest 
shed) five heifers over two yeara old, all 
suffering from high fever, and that—should 
unfortunately an - infectious or contagious 
disease ensne, he had taken all the neces- 
sary ateps for preventing the spread of the 
disease by having the shed where the animals 
were removed from (No. 5) and the mat- 
sheds where they are housed isolated from 
_the remainder of the farm by putting up a 
temporary barbed wire fence 4 ft, 6 in. high, 
and he is getting two Indian watchmen to pre- 
vent any commaunication between the healthy 
sheds and that in which the animals were taken 
from. All the sheds are also locked with their 
attendants inside, and only opened by the Euro- 
pean in charge of the farm. This morning I 
again visited the farm. The remaining animals 
in shed No. 5 are in good health; so are the ani- 
mals in the other sheds. Tho fiveanimals in the 
Cattle Hospital are suffering from rinderpest 
‘but of a mild type. There now remain 13 hei- 
fers and two bulls in shed No. 5, where the 
diseased animals were removed from, The 
nearest sheds are Nos, 3 and 4, in which are 
housed 21 cows, five bulls, two heifers, and three 
calves, and these sheds are about 6 yards away 
from shed No.5. The Indian watchmen had 
‘not arrived when I was there this morning but 
were hourly expected,. si. ; 
_ . Dr. Clark in a minute appended to the report 
said :—" As none of the animals are milch cows 
I-think there is at present no. occasion for

MEMORANDUM RE INLAND NAVIGATION. 

In order that the nature and meaning of 
these restrictious may be fully understood it is

trade two lines of steamers were started by us

The lekin anthorities have 
from time to time held out threats of reducin8 
their import duty on goods, thus diverting them 
' from foreign to native oraft, but although the 
Canton provincial authorities have adopted 
these tactics with the success whivh usually 
characterizes their actions of this sort, there 
has been, up to date, no aystematic attempt to 
extend them throughout the length of the West 
River, ao that to a large extent the competition 
we.snoounter althongh keen is but the natural 
result of rivalry in trade.

So far we have only dealt with the effect the 
opening of waters has had on the direct trade 
with Hongkong, the cruft engaged in which 
come under the heading of vessels i in 
trade with ports outside Chinese jurisdiction 
and are therefore excluded from any direct 
participation in the benefits which should resul 
therefrom. There still, however, remains the 
Canton-Wachow trade, the steamers on which, 
being vessels engaged in inter-treaty-port trade, 
are also, by the Inspector-Genersal’s ruling, 
debarred from inland water privileges. It is to 
this decision as affecting this class of vessel 
that we would beg your most earnest attention, 
as we are of the unanimous opinion that if en- 
forced it will. as we have already stated, render 
the whole concession valueless. 

From the beginning our vessels on the Can- 
ton-Wuchow line have been subjected to such 
restrictions that it seemed quite hopeless for 
them to attempt to compete with their more 
favoured Chinese rivals who by means of 
specially constructed lighters towed by steam- 
launches secure the great bulk of the cargo and, 
until recently, of the passengers. The system 
adopted at the treaty ports is for these lighters 
and their cargo3s to come under the Iekin ad- 
ministration, and the steam launoh, which is 
merely the means of propulsion and carries no 
cargo, comes under the I.M. Customs, a dual 
system of control which gives the advantage of 
the quickness of steam transit and an elastic 
tariff for the payment of duty on the cargo car- 
tied on the lighters. Nor is it so much 
the fact that the lekin collected on this cargo is 
leas than the one and a half duty which would be 
levied by the I.M. Customs if it were carried in 
our steamers, as itis if so carried, lekin taxes 
before shipment and after discharge would be 
payable in addition to the Customs duty and a 
half. The foregoing facts are only to well 
known and have been frequently commented on, 
notably by H.B.M. Consul at Canton in his 
trade report for 1897; bat if further proof be 
needed it is abundantly supplied by the fact 
that the only domeatio trade of which we sdoura 
the carriage is a few piculs of goods between 
Samshui and Wuchow, whereas the merchants 
refuse to ship the same goods by our vessels 
between Wuchow and Canton even although 
the freight charged be the same in both cases! 
That is to say, taxation and cost of transport 
being equal for both distances they will ship by 
our vessels over the shorter one but steadily 
refuse todo so over the longer one! The ex- 
planation of this is simple. At Samshui by 
vigorous protests made at the opening of the 
port the native goods carried in foreign vessels 
are to a certain oxtant exempt from lekin texes 
before shipment and after discharge, while at 
Canton the reverse is the case, and as the bulk 
of the domestic trade of the West River districts 
is destined for or comes from Canton as being 
the ¢ centre or mart of trade the natural 
result of this differential taxation is that our 
Chinese rivals seoure the carriage of the whole 
of it. Nor does the evil stop at this, for know- 
ing that our earnings must be made out of the 
carriage of foreign goods, into which, as far as 
the carrying in steamers between treaty ports 
goes, the question of taxation does not enter— 
they can eithet conform to our rates of freight 
and compete against us or by lowering them 
slightly get the monopoly of the carriage of 
these ag they do of the Asambetis trade.

THR CONSUL TO THE CHARGE D'AFFAIRES. 
British Consulate, 
Canton, 7th July, 1899. 

Sir,—In my despatch No. 27 of the 10th 
ultimo 1 had the bononr to report that the LM. 
Customs had prohibited launches plying under 
the Steam Navigation Inland Regulations from 
calling at Treaty ports en route. 

This prohibition has now been extended to 
spply to Kongmoon, Kum Chuk, Shiu Hing, 
snd ‘fak Hing, mentioned as “places of call” 
in the West River Regulations. 

I have entered a strong protest against this 
ruling as being in direct contravention of Re- 
gulation 1, which says that steamers “ may pro- 
ceed to and fro at will under the regulations, 
but they must not proceed to places out of 
Chinese territory.” (‘The italics are mine). 

The result of this action, which I can only 
characterize as arbitrary, is that steamers, under 
West River certificate, cannot call now, having 
had their Inland Waters licenses withdrawn, 
anywhere but at open ports and “ places‘of call,” 
and steamers with tho Inland Waters license, 
though they may pass these places, may not 
enter them. The whole trafflo is therefore split 
up into two services, and two steamers running 
over the same ground are reqnired to do the 
work of one. Under such circumstances, I 
have no hesitation in saying that the Steam 
Navigation Inland Regulations are absolutely 
valueless, 

Iam powerless locally as the Commissioner 
of Customs states that he is acting under in-

Gentlemen,—Your letter under date Hong-

Tam personally of opinion that the ruling of 
the Imperial Chinese Customs ag laid down in 
Sir Robert Hart’s letter to me of May 12th, 
ory of which was enclosed in my letter to you 
of May 17th, is a fair ono, in view of the orig 
inal concession, which was to allow foreign 
merchants to use steam vessels for conveyancee 
of goods in the interior, in places where they 
have hitherto been allowed to use native boats. 

It appears to me that you are anxious to 
obtain 8 share of the native carrying trado of 
the interior, which {rade was not formerly 
carried on by foreigners using native boats. If 
this can be done under the existing Regulations 
well and good: these Regulations ought not, 

however, to be strained to attain this object. 

The Imperial Chinese Customs have decided 
that itis necessary to separate the two branches 
of trafflo, intgrport and inland. 

This separation seems reasonable when the 
consequences which would result from the adop- 
tion of another are considered, as pointed ont 

by Sir Robert Hart. 

The question of the opening of the West 
River and the opening of the Inland waters are 
separate ones and the two branches of trafilc 
are governed by separate Rogulations. 

It would be regrettable if oxperionce showed 
that one branch of traffic cannot be made to 
pay without the aid and assistance of the other,. 
anda request for a modification of the Rules 
and Regulations might eventually be based upon 
that ground, but sufficient time has not, in my 
opinion, elapsed, nor have sufficient data been, 
aa yet, forthooming, to enable ma to take action 
to obtain such a modification at the present time.

Sir,— When Germany, atter hovering about 


station, ocoupied Kiaocheu and extended ber 
territorial possessions there for some distance 
beyond the port, she little realized the conse- 
quences of that act. Yet she could hardly have 
made a better selection of a contre from which 
to carve out for herself a vast empire in the Hast 
had it been a premeiitated act and not one taken 
in precipitation after learning the news that 
Great Britain was negotiating for an extension 
of the colony of Hongkong by the cession to her 
of a strip of the mainland, including Mirs Bay, 
« bay which Germany had at one time herself 
a mind to obtain for a commercial settlement 
-and naval station before a careful feeling 
‘of the British pulse had made her aware that 
Britain would not tolerate an interloper in such 
proximity as would give the holder of it an 
unpleasant grip on the safety and prosperity of 
the Gibraltar and Liverpool of the Far Hast. 

The visible approach of the dissolution of the 
Chinese Empire has led to Germany recording 
her claim to a splere of influence, to be at the 
right moment converted into a protectorate, and 
eventually annexed. Tier first step was to 
claim the exclusive right to construct 
railways in Sbantung—the trunk line 
is from Kiaochau to Chinanfa, the capital 
of Shantung, where it will meet the British 
railway ascending to Peking from Chingkiang, 
and by mutual arrangement that portion of the 
latter line which passes through Shantung and 
from there on to Peking will be under German 
control. 

The outcome of these combined events and. 
arrangements is that Germany faces Russia in 
the Far East as she does in Europe and bars 
the advance of Russia beyond Peking, for they 
cannot both hold sway there. More than that, 
having put her hand to thé plough she cannot 
turn back, and she must if ‘she is going to hold 
Peking, contro] ali the northern Chinese pro- 
vinces, and bar out from them all Russian 
influence. Alone she cannot do this, but with 
the aid of hor allies in Europe and that of 
England and Japan in the Far Hast she can 
not only hold back Russia both in Hast and 
West, but if she wills it completely destroy 
her hopes of any further conquests 

Japan does not altogether relish the turn 
events have taken, for it is hopeless for her to 
aim at the control of China, and with -her of 
Asia, now that the Great Powers have each 
marked ont their spheres, even did not the race 
hatred existing between her people and the Chi- 
nese and the mutual feeling of contempt cher- 
ished by each of these peoples for oue another 
teach them, as it ought to do, that Chinese would 
never submit to their yoke. The Japanese are, 
however, eminently practical and ready to adapt 
themselves to circumstances, hence we will find 
them ready to accept the iuevitable and throw 
in their lot with England and Germany, their 
reward being liberty. to extend their inflnence 
freely in Korea and in Fukien. both of which 
elds will be more easily controlled by them and 
will have the advantage of keeping them a more 
compact and stronger Power than if they were 
to spread their energies and iifluenc- over the 
whole of China. ‘I'hese two fields are, u creover, 
as much as they can nudertake with any hope of

One of the conditions was that the Tranavaal 
would fix their northern boundary where it is 
to-day, At the same time Rhodes anhexed 
Amatongaland and that prevented the Boers from 
realising their dream of a railway through all 
Transvaal territory to the coast and likewise 
increased the hatred for their old enemy. The 
Boer then settled down (1894) to legislate 
against everything that was Uitiander, and es- 
pecially English. The boom bubble was pricked 
about this time and shareholdersin England were 
clamouring for the long promised dividends, or 
at least for some developement work on their 
mining properties. The Company mongers and 
Jew financiers who pocketed the money of the 
public, being hard pressed, threw the whole of 
the blame on the non-progressive legislation 
of the Dutch Raad, and the publio being an ass 
took up this specious cry. Papers in the pay of 
financiers did likewise, agitators and adven- 
tures sprang up and advertised a state of 
things that had existed for years. The Jameson 
raid with its accompanying stink drew the 
attention of the world to the obstructive Boer. 
Thongh the Netherlands Railway Co., the 
dynamite concession, and a hundred others had 
existed for years, there was little or no | 
notice taken of them till hard times came on 
the Transvaal, and such being the case, the 
Uitlander, being after money, wants a voice in 
the Government of the country and the con- 
trolling of the taxes, which is right, while the 
Boer wishes he wonld go away and leave him 
bis his oxen, his farm, his coffee, and his 
rag. 

Considering all the ory being made about the 
franchise for the Uitlander I would like to 
point out that the Swaziland convention gives 
all British subjects who had resided in Swazi- 
land for one year before the latter was ceded to 
the Boers the right to vote for an election for 
the Raad. This meant that a British subject 
as above mentioned could become a eitizen of 
the Transvaal without taking the oath of allegi- 
ance to the State and without renouncing his 
allegiance to the Queen and have full burgher 
rights in a foreign State. And still, less than 
a dozen men availed themselves of the right. 
This goes to show that they thought very little 
of the much vaunted franchise. This was in 
1894 and is, I believe, the only instance on record 
of an. Englishman becoming acitizen of « foreign 
Power without swearing the oath of allegi- 
ance. 

If England goes to war with the Transvaal it 
will be because she is being hustled intoit by the 
money-lenders and mining financiers, and not 
because she wants tosee her subjects in the Raad, 
thought this would please her very much. I do 
not think there will be war, but if there is 
‘* Britisher ” need have no fear of the Generals 
atthe Cape bungling. Neither must he think 
the Boers’ strong. point is their shooting. I 
lived in the Transvaal five years, have hunted 
with the Boers and competed for prizes at shoot- 
ing matches with them, and can ‘afely say an 
equal number of the natives of any colony like 
Australia or Canada who are reared in the 
country could give the Boers points every time 
at shooting and beat them, The Boers’ strong 
point in a war will be bis not needing a com- 
missariat and consequently that he can move 
quicker. There can be but one end to a war be- 
tween England and the Transvaal, but I doubt 
if the Uitlandes will be any better off under 
English rule for the doubtful privilege of hav- 
ing a voice in the Government of the country. 
The mechanic and the working class will cer- 
tainly be worse off, as his fellow workmen in 
Natal and Cape Colony and the.Chartered Co.'s 
Territory already are.

The Salt 
Commissioner is required to pay $30,000 an- 
nually, three Prefeots and nine Magistrates are 
to nay $20,000 each, and all the other officers 
are to pay two-thirds of their extra income. 

A merchant has sent an application to Kang 
Yi asking to be allowed to Vent all the streets 
and roads with the eleotric light throughout 

. the whole of Canton. The expenses are to be 
defrayed by levying two months’ house-rent 
upon the houses, the landlord and the tenant 
each paying one half of the sum levied, 

On the night of 14th inst. a big fire occurred 
in a baker’s shop at Tsesunghu, in Namhoi 
district.
